A Portuguese Bull-Fight 


| on July 13, 1931, Cavaleiro Jose 
' |Casimiro, the celebrated toreador. 
' was making his farewell appearance at 
. la “festa artistica” held in his honour 
lat the Bull Ring in Lisbon. Ordin- 
arily, these performances are held on 
a Sunday afternoon but, in this parti- 
cular instance, the gala event was 
held on a Monday night, commencing 
at 11 o'clock, 

The hotel, at which we were stop- 
ping, was not far from the Bull Ring 
and some of the party thought that 
they would like the experience of at- 
tending the spectacle, widely known 
as the favourite sport of Spanish and 
Portuguese peoples. We had but lit- 
tle idea of what was before us and 
the women of the party, especially, 
felt that, at least they might stay 
for the opening ceremonies and leave 
before any objectionable features 
came on. We had several surprises, 
before the evening was over, but 
F |more of this later, 

3 When we arrived at the Bull Ring 
—a huge structure, occupying a whole 
city block—we found people pouring 
into the entrances from every. point. 
We had decided rather late, that we 
would go, consequently, only the 
cheaper seats, in the second gallery, 
were available. It was most inter- 
esting to climb the wide stairs and 
take notice of the excited crowd that 
were making their way to their places. 
The interior of this Auge arena was 
open to the sky—we were rather 
glad of this later, ag the air, in the 
vicinity of our seats was made more 
bearable thereby. One section of 
the bili ri, was covered—ordinar- 
ily for the purpose of shade-from_the 
afternoon sun; here were the highest 
priced seats (25 vscudos, written 
25$00, worth $1.25 in our money); the 
cost of seats, in the gallery, where 
we went, was 8$00, or about 40 cents. 
We arrived in plenty of time to get 
our places—I was sitting on a slat- 
Uke seat, similar to those put up at 
the circus, and, part of the time, I am 
afraid that I was sitting on the feet 
of the person who was in the row be- 
hind-me. As far as, we could judge,

Here we had our first sur- 
prise; instead of the wrecks of horses, 
that we had been expecting—for we 
had read that only broken-down ani- 
mals were used jn bull-fighting— 
there appeared the most magnificent 
Arab-Portuguese steeds, ridden by 
beautifully dressed riders, c!ad in old- 
time court costumes, with wigs and 
feathered hats, lace ruffles on the 
euffs and front of the coats, highly 
polished knee length boots and, 
earrying in their hands, the long 
jiance-like sticks, later to be used 
when the bull appeared, Accompany- 
ing these were the other performers 
~—the bandoleiros, picadors, etc.—

ings, One thing I noted, that the 
tips of his horns had been cut and 
the remaining portion covered and 
padde@i-~with heavy leather.

were uscatched, not before the rider, 
by leaning far over the  crupper, 
gracefully planted a dart, covered 
with paper streamers between the 
bull's shoulders, We soon learned 
that it was unsportsmanlike for the 
rider to touch the bull unless during 
one of these charges. The audi- 
ence gave him his due meed of praise; 
the action was repeated with slight 
variations, several times and ‘each 
time the rider scored a “hit”™ he 
acknowledged the ovation and agfin 
exhibited his horsemanship. 

By this time, even the ladies of 
our party were assured that there 
was no danger; the joviality of the

Mest people will agree with the 
court, Cigarettes are cheap enough: 
sixpence will buy more than enough 
to stain the smoker's fingers if he 
keeps the cigarettes, when lighted, 
in his hand rather than his mouth, 
The staining depends to a large. ex- 
tent on the way in which a cigarette 
is held. If it is always held so that 
the lighted end is above the hand 
forty a day will not make much dif- 
ference to the fingers of the addict, 
If it is held down so that the rising 
smoke surrounds the fingers one clig- 
arette will produce a_ recognizable 
stain. 

It is not the “nicotine” which comes 
through the paper that does the 
trick; it is the rising trail of smoke 
from the burning end that kippers the 
fingers that are exposed to it. And 
80, though all litigants should come 
into court with clean hands, if they 
should happen to enter with be-yel- 
lowed fingers it implies no absolute 
certainty that they smoke dozens. of 
“gaspers” a day.

London.—The National Show of 
Cage Birds, which opened at the Crys- 
tal Palace recently, has attracted a 
record entry of 5,000 birds—600 more 
than the previous record. 

That the largest entry is of bud- 
gerigars (‘love-birds”)—over 1,000— 
is hardly surprising, for these pom- 
pous “pocket parrots,” with their 
solemnly interminable flirtations , their 
cheery small talk, and their delicate 
perfections of color, are indeed pat- 
terns of all that pets shoukd be. 

One of these escaped from its cage 
before the public were admitted, and 
flew around the showroom. Attempts 
to catch it with a butterfly net failed 
at first, but its tiny wings soon tired, 
and it was recaptured. 

Next in number to the budgerigars 
are canaries of every shade and shape, 
white, green, and cinnamon red. There 
are curiously-coiffured “Crests” and 
“Coppys,” hunchbacked “Scots Fancy” 
and monstrously upholstered “Bel- 
gians.” 

THE HOMELY THRUSH. 

Besides these favorites a host of 
varieties, from the homely English 
thrush and hedge-sparrow to exotic 
foreign birds—Nature’s jewellery. 
Among these last are tiny nectar- 
drinking humming birds, sunbirds, 
vain birds of paradise, and gorgeous 
tanagers, 

If these are gems, their cost is pro- 
portionate. One ruby and topaz hum- 
ming bird is valued at £1,000. A fic. 
titious price, perhaps, but one which 
the exhibitor modestly declares he 
would refuse Jor this scrap of gold 
and flame. If this is exceptional, 
prices of £25, 250 and £100 rule com- 
monly enough to provoke the interest- 
ing—if unworthy—speculation as to 
how cheaply a healthy cat in normal 
appetite could dine in such company. 

There_are, too; birds with names 
which compel.tire layman to look again 
just to make sure, as the catalogue re- 
veals classes for “guits and zosher-

The Safeguarding 
Of the Milk Supply 


The food value of milk is not open 
to question. The problem is whether, 
under ordinary circumstances, meas- 
ures should be established to ensure 
to the consumer a safe milk supply, 
or whether the user should unwitting- 
ly place his faith in the hands of 
every Tom, Dick or Harry who owns 
& cow. 

Milk fs the most favorable medium 
for the spr of disease among the 
commonly used foods. 

Relatively little of the milk produc- 
ed is consumed within twenty-four 
hours of its being taken from the cow. 
This delay permits of, first—souring, 
which is a natural process caused by 
the increase of certain organisms, nor- 
mally found in limited quantities of 
milk; and, second—the possible con- 
tamination of the milk with harmful 
germs coming either from the cow 
itself or from infected handlers. Cat- 
tle suffer from bovine tuberculosis, 
contagious abortion and mastitis, all 
of which are transmissible to man 
through infected milk. Innumerable 
instances of cases of infection from 
such sources are to be found. It is 
estimated that about 15 per cent. of 
all the tuberculosis found in children 
is from the use of unpasteurized 
milk. The number of cases of undu- 
lant fever in this province {is prob- 
ably four or five times greater than 
reported; while outbreaks of septic 
sore throat occur with a regularity 
that should arouse the public to a 
consciousness of the hazards of drink- 
ing unprotected milk. : 

While care and cleanliness will do 
much, it is often difficult to prevent 
contamination of the milk with the 
disease-producing germs previously 
mentioned. It is easy, however, to 
bring about their destruction by rais- 
ing the témperature of the milk to 
@ point where these organisms are 
killed. If the milk so treated was 
clean milk and has been kept at a 
low temperature to prevent the growth 
of such organisms, then we have a 
milk safe for human consumption. 

No municipality would seriously 
consider drinking contaminated water 
merely because of the doubt express- 
ed by certain individuals as to wheth- 
er the addition of chlorine affected 
its value, or because pure water was 
more expensive than impure water, 
yet, year after year, the health of 
thousands of people is imperilled on 
claims just as inadmissible. It is 
high time that measures were taken 
to bring about compulsory adequate 
pasteurization, particularly in the 
larger communities in this province.

Weeds in Cereal and Grass Seeds 

With reference to weed calssifica- 
tion and seed grades under the Seeds 
Act, weeds are classified into three 
groups according to the seriousness 
of their character. The first group 
consists of primary noxious weeds, 
the nine members of which are couch 
grass, bladder campion, dodder, field 
bindweéd, Johnson grass, ox-eye daisy, 
perennial sow thistle, white cockle, 
and wild mustard. The second group 
is known as the Secondary noxious, 
which includes ball mustard, blue

LIQUOR BOARD PAYS 
OVER MILLION 
TO GOVERNMENT 


The Ontario Liquor Control Board 
sent cheques totalling more than $1,- 
000,000 to the Ontario Government on 
October 31, 1933, although the Board 
actually had an overdraft of more 
than $400,000 in one Toronto bank 
and credits in other banks totalling 
only $25,000, the public accounts com- 
mittee of the Legislature was told 
last week by. J. A. McGeachiem, Con- 
troller for the Board. The overdraft, 
he said, covered stock and other de- 
tails. 

For several hours details of various 
payments of profits and permit sales 
during 1933 were given by witnesses, 
including Stewart McClenagman, 
chairman of the Board, showing 
cheques totalling more than $6,000,000 
had been turned over to the Gov-

The eggs hatch and grubs make 
their way into the back of the animal 
from which the fly forms, emerging 
through the hide in the late spring. 
It has been found that rubbing the 
backs with this special wash destroys 
the grub and consequently the fly; 
thus saving the hide and preventing 
further infestation in the summer. It 
is estimated that three years will 
clean up the pest either on individual
